1 . THE ARUSHA V NEGOTIATIONS WILL BEGIN AS SCHEDULED 
NOVEMBER 23 WITH A GOR PROPOSAL TO CHANGE FROM POLITICAL 
ISSUES TO DISCUSSION OF INTEGRATION OF THE SECURITY 
FORCES. ALTHOUGH RELIGIOUS LEADERS ARE CONTINUING TO
